Harry Heard Case

Judge D. Price Wither* yesterday 


evening granted m. temporary injunc- 
tion restraining Mayor Harry Wood- 
ing. Chief of Police James R. Bell and 
K. G. Towell. chief of the traffic pa- 
trolmen, from Interfering with H. H. 
Heard. who»e permit to drive a car 
In the city for twelve months was re- 
voked yenterday by Mayor WoodlnK 
following Heard's arrest recently on 
the charge of driving his car while 
Intoxicated. 


Under the terms of the injunction. 


Heard may continue to drive his car 
without police Interference in this 
city until June 6th, at which time ev- 
idence will be heard for the purpose 
of determining if the injunction shall 
be made permanent or dissolved. The 
case will be heard in the corporation 
court and it involve* a novel point 


Heard does not live in Danville but 


a few' miles outside the city. The city 
ordinance provides that every city 
motor owner shall have a permit to 
drive Issued by the chief of police and 
this can be revoked by the mayor 
upon conviction of driving a car while 
drunk. Under the State law the rev- 
ocation of the permit for a term of 
one year is automatic and is not dis- 
cretionary with the magistrate. 
In 


the present instance, Heard'e 
permit 


was not revoked but whej. the case 
was reopened yesterday he was de- 
nied the privilege of driving the car 
In the city whereupon Heard counter- 
ed with his injunction suit, holding 
that as he resided in the county and 
not in the city, it was not possible 
for the city authorities to revoke a 
permit which he was not called upon 
to possess. 


The bill setting forth the complaint 


and which was presented to Judge 
Withers at his home yesterday even- 
ing, states that Heard has lived in 
the county for thirty years and that 
on April 14th he waj arrested In the 
City of Danville for driving his car 
while intoxicated! 
He put up bond 


for his appearance, and he was tried 
in his absence by the mayor on a city 
warrant And he was assessed $101. His 
permit to drive was not revoked. 
Later, the bill sets forth. Officer F, 


G. Towell issued a warrant against 
Heard charging him with driving 
without a permit but upon explana- 
tion the warrant was not proceeded 
with. 
On April 26th. the bill con- 


tinues. Officer Towell issued a n 
warrant against Heard charging him 
with operating his car when hu per- 
mit had been revoked 
Hearing on 
this charge was continued until >es- 
terday when, the complaint in the In- 
junction bill alleges, the mayor re- 
opened the case of April 14th from 
which no appeal had been taken. The 
court decided that an order should be 
issued revoking Heard's permtt to 
drive in the city. Heard was then fined 
for operating his car without a per- 
mit and he was warned that he would 
be arrested should he be seen operat- 
ing a car'm the city in future, each 
case constituting a separate offense. 


Heard claims that as he lives in the 


country hi* car 1* the only way h* can 
come to work each day and he claims 
n addition that being a rt*id»nt of 
he county that he is not required tp

NEW YORK, April 30.—The gen- 


erous offer of the Greek government 
to send to this couniry for exhibition 
purposes 
the 
immortal statue of 
Hermes by Praxitele will not be ac- 
cepted. If the mature thought of the 
art masters of America prevails-. They 
regard the risk as far too great. They 
also believe that the Greek govern- 
ment may reconsider its impulsive 
proposal made to Mr. Henry Morgen- 
thau, who recently has been at work 
in Athens. 


The statue'of Hermes, carrying the 


infant Dionysius. is one of the truly 
priceless works of art 
left to 
the 
world. It was done about 400 years 
before Christ, and is the original of 
the great Greek sculptors of that pe- 
riod and of the century before. The 
statue is in marble of a coarse grain 
and to al! students of art. the vulner- 
ability of old marble is well shown. 
vThe suggestion that this work, which 
no amount of insurance could protect, 
should be 
dismounted 
in Athens, 


shipped across the Atlantic and trans- 
ported from place to place in the 
United States only to be re-ship.ped to 
Greece, has filled not one but many 
artistic hearts with terror. 


The statue belongs to all the world 
and it is confidently believed here that 
other nations might ^botest to Greece 
against its disturbance. Sculptors say 
that to view and study this wonderful 
work of Praxiteles is worth more than 
a trip to Athens and that the statue 
really is a shrine which should not be 
molested. 


Taking all these things into consid- 


eration brings a .true realization of 
the generosity of the Greek govern- 
ment. 


There is no doubt that sending the 
statue to this ^country would make 
for greater friendship between the 
American people and those of Greece, 
but the amenities to be exchanged 
with the very offer itself may so far 
to accomplish the same en'd. There 
is no doubt also that the exhibition 
of the statue in this country would 
awaken interest 
which would 
give 


millions of persons at least the rudi- 
ments of an education in art. There 
would be inquiries as to who Praxli 
teles was. who Hermes was and Dio- 
nysius.

Americans will remember Hermes, the 
famous race horse of a generation 
ago. but-to the man !n the street.

the winged sandals which gave speed 
to him on his journeys. He was the 
patron deity of eloquence. One of his 
jobs was to guide,,the souls, of the 
dead to the lower world.

and 
tradesmen for his ingenuity. So clever 
was Hermes that many have attribut- 
ed to him the authorship of th» L.yre 
the Auphabet, numbers, gymnastics 
and weights and measures. 


Sculptors have made Hermes the 
ideal of the Greek youth. Xo one ac- 
complished quite*so much in this di- 
rection 
as Praxiteles. His statue 
which has now been offered for exhi- 
bition in America, was discovered dur- 
ing excavations at Olympit. 
In the 


softness and grace of its contours, in 
the perfection of youthful beauty, and 
in the striking expression of the face 
showing a complete blending of Intel 
lectual and physical powers, and the 
joy in their possession, ,the statue il- 
lustrates the highest ideal of Greek 
manhood.

examples of Greefl sculpture are cop- 
lea made by the Romans.

however, it was realized at once, li 
had been wrought by the hand of the 
master. The figure is that of Hermes 
resting against a tree and upholding 
in one arm the young dionysiu«. 


Young "Di." it ma ybe stated in 
passing, was also the son of Zeus an< 
h« afterward became our good ol< 
friend Bacchus. 
He >v-as likewise the 


son of Semele, who was consumed b: 
fire through a jealous trick playet 
upon her. Before perishing, she gav« 
premature birth of the son. whon 
Zob. sewed in his thigh until he came 
to maturity. 


Praxiteles, is credited with having 
thought more of his other works than 
he did of Hermes, but these work 
are lost in the originals. One was a 
statue of Aphrodite, copy of whicl 
stands in the Vatican at Rome.

Praxiteles was much infatuated witl 
the famous Courtesan Phryne and sh 
is said to have been the model fo 


j Aphrodite.
